JiiTÎge Henry L. Edmunds, of the 
St. Louis criminal court, 
has been 
here for the last twenty-four hours, 
says a Jeficrson City dispatch of the 
19th, 
in 
consultation 
with 
G cv. 
Stone, 
Supreme 
Judge 
Shepard 
Barclay 
and Atiorney-Cjeneral R. 
F. Walker concerning pending leg­ 
islation on the subject of criminal 
costs. 
He has given them, at their 
request, his views as to the reduc­ 
tion in the number of jurors to be 
impanneled in 
capital 
cases; the 
length of time to be allowed the d e­ 
fendant to make challenges, and the 
number of challenges, and has also 
suggested that the laws be amended 
so as to permit the jurors to sepa­ 
rate 
in 
all 
cases 
except capital 
cases. 
At present. Judge Edmunds says, 
the defendant’s counsel almost in­ 
variably opposes a separation, even 
for dinner, and the slate is obliged 
to feed the twelve jurors and two 
deputies at a cost of $14 for each 
meal. 
Another matter which Judge E d ­ 
munds is veiy 
anxious should be 
given 
legislative 
attention 
is the 
economy of employing a lawyer to 
defend indigent prisoners, 
instead 
of keeping them in jail until the at­ 
torney a])pointed by the court to 
serve for nothing can get ready for 
trial. 
The judge calls attention to the 
fact that 
of 
749 
criminal 
cases 
docketed in 1094, 
500 of the de­ 
fendants 
were unable to 
employ 
counsel, and when the court had 
appointed attorneys to conduct the 
defense they were usually unable to 
[irepare for trial under three or four 
settings, the priscmcrs 
meanwhile 
being kept in jail at the state’s ex­ 
pense. 
Judge Ivvlmuiids brought this sub­ 
ject up at the conference of judges, 
in St. Louis in December, and sug­ 
gested that a bill be prepared pro­ 
viding for the employment by the 
city by a com[)etent young attor­ 
ney, to be paid, say, $100 a month, 
who should be assigned to the de­ 
fense of all indigent prisoners, and 
reijuired to pre])are for trial at the 
first setting. 
This 
attorney, 
Judge Edmunds 
suggested, should be appointed at 
the 
pleasure 
of 
the 
court, 
who 
should have power to remove liim 
if he proved incompetent or neg­ 
lectful of his duties. 
'I'he idea was 
indorsed by the other judges, and 
Judge Edmunds was requested to 
prepare a bill covering the subject. 
Judge 
Wofford, 
of 
the 
criminal 
court of Jackson county, has con- 
cun%d in 
this suggestion. 
Judge 
Edmunds 
estimates 
that 
the 
saving to the state 
by this plan 
would be $10,000 a year. 
judge Edmunds was surprised to 
find that the St. I.oids Bar Associa­ 
tion bill relating 10 costs in crim i­ 
nal cases was not in favor here. 
He found no oj) posit ion, he says, to 
the creation of 
another 
criminal 
judge in St. Louis, as every one he 
met seemed willing to concede that 
that was a necessity, but the senti­ 
ment was decidedly in 
favor 
of 
keeping the criminal 
and circuit 
^co u rts separate.

reason as­ 
signed was that the loss of time 
incident to the 
disposal 
of

docket in order to prepare for ro­ 
tation in office would be very great.

capital cases, in all of which the 
defendant is entitled to a panel of 
forty-seven jurors and 
forty-eight 
hours 
for 
challenges.

set for eight 
successive Mondays 
and that the state and defendant 
were both ready at the first setting, 
it would practically take eight weeks 
to try them, or really the 
whole 
term, leaving no time in which to 
try the other 158 indictments re­ 
turned at the November term. 
It is hardly fair to suppose, he 
continues, that all of

will be prornptlyAried when reached, 
for in at least four of them it would 
be necessary for the court to assign 
counsel to defend, and it was only
